Inauguration Day Is 
Time for Reflection 


Gov. Herman Talmadge officially re- 
tires from office today. Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin ‘replaces him. 


It is a routine exercise, one might say, 
in the processes of free government... 
the gift of Jefferson, Adams and their 
associates to the young republic of which 
Georgia was the youngest of the 13 Col- 
onies which became the new states. 


Gov. Talmadge was a fortunate gov- 
ernor in the field of finance. He had ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 more per year 
to spend on the state than any other 
governor had known. He spent it well. 
He proved to be a skilled administrator, 
able in the field of politics and manage- 
ment. He retires with the satisfaction of 
knowing that not only was he able to win 
over many of his critics but also that he 
was able virtually to handpick his suc- 
cessor. 


The Griffin’s administration’s income 
from taxes existing will be about equal 
to that of the outgoing one. But the new 
administration inherits a headache which 
may require aspirin. Costs are up. The 
population is up. Demands for services are 
up. 

. Gov. Griffin’s pathway, therefore, will 
not—unless he is lucky in some turn of 
the financial cards—be quite as smooth 
as was his predecessor’s. This he knows 
and is studying. 

Today being inauguration day, with its 
parades, bands and traditional speech- 
making, reminds us that Kipling’s ‘Re- 
cessional” is perhaps the most fitting text 
for the occasion. 


“The tumult and the shouting dies— 
“The captains and the kings depart— 

“Still stands Thine ancient sacrifice,

“Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet 
“Lest we forget, lest we forget.” 


At the state level and national, the 
future of free government for the people 
is in the hands of its elected representa- 
tives. More’ than ever, with the totali- 
tarian threat of communism increasingly 
evident in Europe and Asia, we must all 
do what we can to make free government 
as nearly what it was and is meant to be 
as is humanly possible. We cannot af- 
ford to abuse it or weaken its principles, 
Free government in our country is the 
sum of the whole—local and national. 

So; today we join with \all those who, 
with an humble and a contrite heart, 
pray for our and for all free govern- 
ment everywhere and pledge all as- 
sistance to the principles of it.

As it is now, Georgia’s blind receive 
help from two sources. One is the depart- 
ment of public welfare which adminis- 
ters assistance funds to the needy blind 
and oversees the operation of the Georgia 
Factory for the Blind in Bainbridge and 
its branch in Griffin. The other is the 
educational and rehabilitation program 
for the blind under the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation of the Department of 
Education. This rehabilitation program is 
the outstanding cone of its kind in the 
nation, and the model for many other 
states. 

The proposed bill would consolidate 
ail these services under a commission with 
the exception of benefit payments which 
would remain under the welfare depart- 
ment. The author of the measure is 
Vaughn Terrell, blind representative from 
Decatur County and superintendent of 
the Factory for the Blind in Bainbridge. 

Georgia is in the fortunate position 
of already having one of the finest pro- 
grams for the blind in the world. It is 
difficult to see how changing it could 
improve it. And there always is the pos- 
sibility that any change would be for 
the worse. ; 

A commission for the blind logically 
could lead to commissions for the lame 
and the halt, and so on ad infinitum. What 
. government needs these days, and this 
includes Georgia too, is fewer, not more 
commissions and boards.

To Approve Bond Issue 


Citizens of neighboring Clayton Coun- 
ty will vote on a $700,000 water bond 
issue today. The first such election in the 
county’s history, it grows out of the 
pressing needs of the community in meet- 
ing its problems of growth. 

Clayton County is one of the fastest- 
growing counties in Georgia. Its popula- 
tion has doubled since 1940. School en- 
rollment is up 40 per cent in the past 
two years. 

Despite this growth, Clayton County 
has no industry. Its Chamber of Com- 
merce points out that only 360 people are 
employed in the county by firms employ- 
ing five or more people. This one-sided 
situation has brought a sound develop- 
ment of its economy and institutions. 

The water bond issue will provide 
funds to construct a filter plant and 
pumping station-to take care of the im- 
mediate needs of the Bundreds of new 
residents, as well as for water for indus- 
try. Without this water, the Clayton Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce reports, there 
can be no industria! growth. 

By all means, voters of the county 
should approve issuance of the bonds. An 
affirmative vote today is a vote for the 
county’s future. Without an adequate 
water supply, continued growth and 
progress will be impossible.

Proposed Press Gag Law 


Called ‘Cloak 


for Crime’ 


The people of Georgia should oppose with all their vigor the pro- 
posed legislative measure which would withhold from publication the 
names of persons charged with sex crimes and drunk driving. The 
intent of the bill’s authors may be a noble one, but the effects of 
such a law would be equivalent to throwing a protective cloak around 
two of the most dastardly crimes committed against society—sex 


attacks and drunk driving. 

There is a serious danger that 
this proposed legislation, if 
adopted, would discriminate 
against equal rights and opportu- 
nities of individuals. Fhe man with 
influence, money and loose morals 
might easily escape undesirable 
publicity through settlement; The 
fellow with little influence and no 
money would be the one exposed 
to the glare of court procedure. 

The proposed Georgia bill is defi- 
nitely an abridgement of the free- 
dom of the press—a form of cen- 
sorship backed by jail and fine 
penalties. When freedam of the 
press is lost, everything which is 
dear to free citizens is lost, too. 
But more important at the mo 
ment is the cloak of publicity im- 
munity being thrown around two 
forms of crime which appear to be 
growing in volume and extent. 


Under the present laws of Geor- 
gia, the name of a woman victim 
of a sex attack cannot be pub- 
lished if she is living. The name 
of the accused attacker may be 
published. Perhaps “amendments 


should be ‘affixed to the laws to 


safeguard innocent men against 
being falsely accused by a jealous 
or blackmailing woman, The press 
of this state has no desire to hold 
the innocent up to the glare of 
false accusations. Yet to post 
pone legitimate news of sex at- 
tacks would be a discrimination 
against all other persons accused 
of various crimes of a different na- 
ture. | 
Why protect the drunk driver to 
any degree? He is as dangerous in 
an automobile as a highwayman

‘Suspect’s’ Rights 
Need a Safeguard 


WASHINGTON—One more Ladejinsky case and 
the administration’s security program will be in 


serious trouble. 


The trouble is that while the administration has been consistently 
alert and sensitive to the security of the government. against sub- 
version, it has not been as consistently alert and sensitive to the 
security of the individual against false charges. - 


It is imperative that the securi- 
ty program give the maximum 
protection to the government and 
the maximum protection to the 
dignity and rights of the individ- 
ual. 

How imperative? How important 
is it that the government act with 
equal care to safeguard the in- 
dividual as well as to safeguard 
itself? I can cite no more power- 
ful answer than President Eisen- 
hower’s superb definition of what 
is really at issue between com- 
munism and the free world — this 
from the State of the Union mes- 
sage. 


“At issue is the true nature of 
man. Either man is the creature 
whom the psalmist described as 
‘a little lower than the angels,’ 
crowned with glory and honor, 
holding ‘dominion over the works’ 
of his Creator; or man is a soul- 
less, animated machine to be en- 
slaved, used and consumed by the 
State for its own glorification.” 

The security program needs the 
confidence of the public.

Half Billion 
In Surplus 
Sent Abroad

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—Sales, 
gifts and bartering have resulted 
in actual or proposed disposal 
abroad of $617,000,000 worth of 
farm products, President Eisen- 
hower told Congress today. 

In addition, the Department of 
Agriculture reported that some 
$84,000,000 worth of surpluses had 
gone to the federal-state school 
lunch program, charitable insti- 


tutions and relief feeding of un- 
employed or needy persons. 

Despite the stepped-up disposal 
program, mainly as a result of 
new legislation for foreign oper- 
ations, the government’s invest- 
ment in commedities it has 
bought in supporting prices has 
continued to climb but at a 
slower rate than.a year ago. 

The latest figures showed that) 
as of Nov. 30 the government 
held about $7,000,000,000 worth of 
farm products. This compared 
with nearly $6,000,000,000 last July. 

The foreign disposal program 
fis under legislation adopted by 
Congress last year. It authorizes 
sales or gifts of $1,000,000,000 
worth of surpluses. Of this 
amount, $700,000,000 may be sold 
for foreign currencies and $300,- 
000,000 may be given away for 
relief. Both operations are for a 
three-year period.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—Ten 
taxpayers lost in the Supreme 
court today an attempt to en- 
join the city of Tulsa, Okla., 
from filuoridizing its water 
supply.

The gremlin that plagues diet- 
ers is a phenomenon known as 
water swings. Failure to lose at 
the start of a diet, or later on, 
is due to just one thing—reten- 
tion of water in the tissues. 
Here's a promise: If you 
stayed on the 1,100 calorie diet, 
you have lost fat, but when wa- 
ter has replaced fat in the cells, 
registration of the lost fat is 
postponed until the water is re- 
leased. 


ALWAYS ADJUSTS 


But how do you explain an 
actual gain at the start of a diet, 
puzzied dieters demand. You 
know the way fat floats on wa- 
ter? That's because fat weighs 
less than water. When stored 
water replaces lost fat, the re- 
sult is a temporary ‘‘gain.” 

The water balance always ad- 
justs, and when the cells release 
stored water, the pointer will 
plunge. It helps to know in ad- 


vance that weight will not go 
‘down in a straight line. Holding 


periods will be followed by an 
abrupt loss, if you stay with the 
diet.

Older Persons Need 
Continued Activity 


The senior citizens of New 
York City are getting a break. 
The department. of public wel- 
fare, in cooperation with other 
agencies, sponsors 14 centers 
where older people can meet, 
read, and work on a hobby. 

These centers are open five 
days a week. They cater to in- 
dividuals who want to partici- 
pate and be active rather than 
to casual visitors seeking an 
hour or two of entertainment 
or recreation. 


The door is always open to 
the elderly person who is un- 
employed or retired and in 
need of physical, mental, or 
emotional stimulation. 


The workshop attracts those 
who want to maintain old skills 
or acquire new interests; others 
prefer the library or meeting 
rooms, 

The department realizes that 
programs must be well planned 
to be successful. The older gen- 
eration {is not as flexible or live- 
ly as the younger and maturity 
leads to attitudes and desires 
that are on a higher level. 

But all humans, regardless 
of age, have basic needs. It is 
vital to the sense of well being 
to feel wanted, to contribute, 
and to be part of a group. 

The retired are at a disad- 
vantage when they no longer 
can meet people, make new 
friends, or exploit their re- 
maining talents and strength. 

Many become preoccupied 
with daydreams or ~ reminis- 
cences; others harbor griev- 
ances or feelings of inadequacy 
and resent being segregated by 
their family. It is a lonely 
world for anybody who thinks 
he is not wanted. 

These day centers are a god- 
send, especially for oldsters 
unprepared for retirement or 
without means and facilities to 
pursue a hobby. 


For these individuals, group 
relationships help stave off 
frustration, anxiety, and hos- 
tility. 

They meet new friends, re- 
capture confidence in them- 
selves, and have an oppor- 
tunity to express their thoughts 
and ideas. The progress of 
such programs is worth watch- 
ing in a day when numerous 
agencies are attempting to 
handle the problem for an ever 


increasing population of the 
aged.
